Health officials, while admit­ 
tin g the possibility of wide­ 
spread cases of pn eu mon ia if the 
rain shou ld con tin u e, said that so 
far the n u mber of cases of the 
disease was n ot ou t of the or­ 
din ary for a city the size of Lon g 
Beach.

Hen derson , rehabilitation “dic­ 
tator,” asked the railroads to 
su pply box cars as temporary 
barracks for person s who had 
been campin g in open lots, most 
of whom had their own beddin g.

Our haste outruns 
His p rovidence, we ask from Him 
the harvests of the soul before 
they are rip e. But those th a t 
wait up on the Lord are never 
disap p ointed.

Fray er: G rant us, O Lord Who 
a rt unhastening and unresting, 
to wait up on Thee, not only w ith 
p atience but w ith a serene con­ 
fidence.

And how would he do this? Well, he would 
begin by having a survey m ade of all the grown­ 
up s, to find out w hat their “funny certainties” 
are.

This may be a rough m ethod, but it reveals my 
theory ; to get us out of our troubles we m ust 
somehow p roduce children who will develop into 
grown-up s utterly different from us.” 
Here is a notion which almost every grown-up 
has had at one time or another. To look into 
a schooly ard full of bright, lively y oungsters is 
to feei both lifted up and dep ressed. The chil­ 
dren are so unsp oiled, so eager, so ready to be 
filled full of the faith th a t can move m ountains 
— but just as this thought encourages y ou, y ou 
reflect th a t in 20 y ears or so they will simp ly be 
grown men and women no better and no worse 
th an we ourselves are today . 
Somewhere along the way the brightness gets 
worn off and the eagerness gets dulled, and in­ 
stead of faith there comes disillusionment, and 
y ear by y ear the world’s follies and stup idities 
get rep eated by a tribe of adults who are not 
recognized better th an their fathers and m oth­ 
ers. 
Probably all of us have mused over this m el­ 
ancholy fact now and again. We m ight not be 
q uite ready to adop t Mr. Steffens’ scheme, for 
it would be a drastic one, and if carried out it 
m ight leave us. in our old age, lonely strangers 
in a world which our children had re-m ade. But 
it’s an idea th a t bears thinking about, just the 
same. The welfare of the world dep ends ulti­ 
m ately on the emergence of p eop le who are 
wiser and kinder and in all way s better folk 
th an we ourselves are. 


AMERICA IS SAFE FROM WAR 
If there ever was a time when the ordinary 
American could thank his God th at he lives in 
America, it is the p resent. 
This is not w ritten simp ly because a long 
talked-of “new deal” is in the offing, but be­ 
cause the tide of world events is moving in such 
a way th a t America is one of the few lands to­ 
day in which a new deal is p ossible. 
The p ress of great news from W ashington has 
led most of us to ignore the disp atches from 
Europ e. Those disp atches reveal a grave situa­ 
tion. Not since 19 14 has there been such a black 
bank of storm clouds over Europ e’s horizon. The 
th re a t of war is in the air. Europ e’s im mediate 
future is dark. 
And on this continent, as on an island, we find 
ourselves removed from th a t p eril. To be sure, a 
great w ar any where on earth would have p ro­ 
found effects up on us; but at least we are not 
occup y ing the stoim center, the p lace where the 
cy clone’s vortex will dip down with the most 
deadly effect. 
We are, in short, ex ceedingly lucky . Our great 
p roblem today is not how we are going to de­ 
fend our national ex istence against menacing 
enemies, but how we are going to shap e our a f­ 
fairs so as to p rovide for a long era of p eaceful 
and hap p y p rosp erity . 
And th at, of course, is simp ly another way of 
say ing th a t the future belongs to us. 
We need to realize this fact and to carry the 
realization with us constantly . We needn’t go 
back to our oid-tim e cocksure chestiness, in 
which we felt th a t our good fortune came to us 
because we were wiser and better and in all 
way s more deserving than other folk. We simp ly 
need to realize th a t we aie very , very lucky . 
No other great nation on earth today can p lan 
its future w ithout taking into account the strong 
p ossibility th a t ail of its p lans may p resently be 
knocked into a cocked h at by war of its own 
m aking. We can. In a uniq ue sense we are m as­ 
ters of our destiny . We should face the future 
w ith a great hop e, sobered only by a clear 
knowledge of the weight of the resp onsibilities 
we carry .

Sidmo r described the jewels as

try .” He said he nev er used a 
pisto l in his thefts.
